OPENING OF THE FRENCID CHAMBER
Premwler Meline Appeitls for Support
in Suppression of Socialism,
PARIS, April 30,—At the opening of the
Chamber of Deputies teday M. Meilne, the
new premlier, read q statement, in which the
government recognlzes the preponderance of
the Chambér of Deputleg, but afirme that
it 1&g impos=ible to govern without the Sendte
M. Meline sald the government desired
to pursas g pacific poliey and appeal to the
good will of the republican majority for a
settlement of urgent questions as the best
means of preventing the spread of revolu.
tlonary doetrine®. The government would
not fall In Ita duty to enforce respeéct for
the laws and malntuin  publie order, M.
Meline concluded with adjuring Parlioment
not to raise irritating gquestions, tn the interest
of France, which, he asserted, thirsted for
pedce and tranquillity.

The statpment of the prme minieter was
heartlly applauded. Tre Senate then by &
vote of 214 to 42 refused to consider a pri-
vate member's propesal for a revision of
the eonstitution. In anticlpat'on of Lhe
anvouncement of the min!sterial program
the guallesles of the Chamber of Deputles
were crowdied and there was a full attend-
ance of members.  Premier Moline's state-
ment was greeted with applause by the cens

trists, partcularly in its denuenciation of
the socinl'sts.
M. Goblet malntained that the cabinet

tnd been chozen from outslde the repubiicin
regreseat majority,  In  the formatlon «f
#ocabinet, he added, the Chamber of Dep-
itlos and pot the Sennte should have been
wnsulted, He expressed the hope the dep-
itles woeuld vete agalnet the government,

M. Paul Deschenneg spoke, argently ad-
voeating revision of the oonsttution,

M. Moline replied that it was imposeibls
for the ministry o discuss the gusstion of
revislen at this time, but that the matior
woulil come befpre the deputles in due ron
in,  The premier then asked the Chimbar

fr a vote of confldence. He declared that
armony botween the Chamber of Deouties
il the Senate ls necesqaary to the proper

nduct of the government., He added that
tho government Is realy to acknowledge the
tlght ‘of unlversal suffrage, M. Meline sald
the government's program was haged upon
the known wiehes of the country,

M. Dourgeols, promier of the late cabinet,
asked M, Meline (f the direction of the
eountiry's policy belonged to the Chamber
of Deputles or to the Senat@a, The recent
attitude of the last named body, M. Bour-
geoto sald, was in the nature of an attemmnt
in welze the directlon of the palice. Th
Chamber of Deputies, M. HBourgeols assertid,
should vpbold s vote of April 23, a®rming
the predomindnee ©f the representatives of
universal suffrage and the Chamber®s deter
minatlon to pursue a polley of democratie
reform, Loud applause from membors of
the left followed thin declaration.

M. Rourgeols eccncluded by saving: “We
stand ready for & daealution of Parllament
and for o revislon of the constitutlon. It
v the duty of the natlonul asgembly to Jde
fine the powers of the Chamber of Denutles
atil of the Senate.”

M. Mellne askied why It was thet M, Bour
